OLLECTORS who have attended 

the famous clam-bakes held by

However I feel the “Palm of Hon- 
or’ was won by New York collectors 
who were present at the American Phi- 
latelic Association banquet held at the 
Manhattan Beach Hotel, August 6th, 
1890. 


“The members assembled at the 
Club rooms at 3:15 and took the 
elevated road down to the ferry. 
The steamer River Queen conveyed 
the party to Bay Ridge, where the 
train was taken for the beach. Two 
hours were spent in looking the 
place over, and promptly at seven 
all assembled in the banquet hall at 
the hotel. Nearly 80, including re- 
porters of the Times and Tribune, 
were present. The dinner commit- 
tee was J. W. Scott, E. L. Schu- 
mann and A. Dejonge. The menu 
card was characteristic, bearing as a 
centerpiece, out of compliment to 
the Lincoln Club, a copy of the New 
Lincoln four cent stamp. Each guest 
found his place at the table by a 
Travancore (India) postal card 
with his name upon it.

ABUSE OF THE FRANKING PRIVILEGE 
IN ENGLAND 


From “Stamp Collector’s Companion” 
December, 1891 

“All letters indorsed on the cover with 
the signature of a member of either 
House were passed free, whether they 
related to official business or not. Mem- 
bers signed large packages of envelopes 
and distributed them to their friends 
and constituents. Sometimes they were 
sold or given to servants in lieu of wages. 
The records of many curious examples 
of the extent to which these abuses 
reached are extant. 


‘Fifteen couples of hounds going to 
the King of Romans, with a free 
pass.’ 


‘Two bales of stockings for the use 
of Ambassadors to the Crown of 
Portugal.’ 


‘Two maid servants, going as laun- 
dresses to my Lord Ambassador 
Methuen.’ 


An instance of the difficulties with 
which the dead-letter office met during 
early years may be judged from the fol- 
lowing which was eventually safely de- 
livered: 


‘To my sister Bridget, or else to my 
brother Tim Burke, in care of the 
praste of Balcumbury in Cork, or if 
not, to some dacent neighbor in 
Ireland.’ 


Another letter was addressed to a 
woman who lived in a town of 25,000 in- 
habitants as follows: ‘Mary H., a tall 
woman with two children.’ 





Among other things which have been 
found passing through the English mails 
are: Two canary birds, a pork pie, a 
pair piebald mice, half a pound of soft 
soap wrapped in thin paper, and a suck- 
ing pig carelessly wrapped in brown pa- 
per with both ends open. 


Only last year a lady of Greenock re- 
quested the telegraph operator at the 
Post-office to write out a dispatch to 
her home to the effect that she would 
not return until morning and at the same 
time handing the operator the door key 
to be sent with the message. This was 
too much for the department, however, 
and the request had to be denied.” 


There is a tradition in the postal serv- 
ice of the United States that at one time 
members of Congress were in the habit 
of using the franking privilege to send 
their washing to and fro, but such is no 
longer the case. 


STOLEN STAMP CAUSES DUEL 


From “Quaker City Philatelist,” 
October, 1889 


“S. G. W. Benjamin, our late minister 
to Persia, says: ‘The stamp mania exists 
among European residents at Teheran 
no less than it does in Europe, and the 
reader may be surprised to learn it is 
quite as difficult to make a complete 
collection of Persian stamps at Teheran 
as in London. The interest shown in 
the subject there is indicated by an inci- 
dent that happened during my residence 
in Paris. A duel came near being fought 
on account of a rare Persian stamp. The 
quarrel was between a prominent mem- 
ber of one of the legations and a Russian 
colonel. Both were enthusiastic col- 
lectors, and the former accused the latter 
of stealing an excessively rare stamp 
from his album while looking it over.

The Russian at once sent a challenge, 
which was accepted with empressment. 
The day was appointed and the hour, 
when the stamp was suddenly produced 
by a lady who said it had been loaned 
to her by the colonel simply to show it 
to her, and she now hastened to return 
it in season to prevent blood shed. The 
explanation, unsatisfactory as it might 
be, was accepted and the duel declared 
off.”

stationed in Shanghai, China. 

Mr. Lawrence got a break in mailing 
out his Christmas Greetings for he got 
to mail them without stamps, thus sav- 
ing that much cash. The Greeting to 
Linn’s Weekly is addressed: 


“Shanghai, November 29, 1936. 


“To The Editor: 

During the holiday rush in mail- 
ing Xmas cards our post office ran 
out of stamps and had to have this 
cancellation made in order to get 
the mail going. We have a shipment 
of stamps enroute but the seaman’s 
strike has interfered so we have no 
idea how long we will use this can- 
cellation. I thought it might be of 
interest to your readers and that 
when it reaches the catalogues, will 
be worth something. 

I trust this will reach you in an 
interesting condition.

It should be noted that the Colonel 
stated in his Frank that Uncle Sam 
should ‘Collect on Delivery.” Whether 
the cover we have received was over- 
looked and the Postmaster failed to put 
postage due on it or whether it was 
permitted to go through without any 
intention to collect on delivery is some- 
thing we do not know, but it is a fact 
that this cover bore no postage due and 
no collection on delivery was made.

Apparently the Susan B. Anthony 
stamp is holding its own in popularity 
despite the recent Army-Navy stamps, 
as the Post Office Department has or- 
dered a further printing of 25 million 
of the Susan B. Anthony stamps. This 
additional printing order brings the total 
to date up to 150 million.

Latest removal from the Philatelic 
Agency list of stamps available for sale 
to collectors was the 8c olive green air 
mail stamp, which took place at the 
close of business on December 14, 1936. 
Postmasters have been ordered to either 
immediately dispose of their remaining 
stocks of this stamp or to return them 
promptly to Washington for redemp- 
tion. 


Rumors concerning the extension of 
the Trans-Pacific air mail service to the 
Chinese mainland, etc., still favor some- 
time in January, but it would seem as if 
February would be a better guess, as 
the Post Office Department has consist- 
ently promised that collectors would be 
given ample time for preparation of 
covers and it’s so late in December that 
scarcely a month’s notice could be given 
for any January date. 


The suggestion that a regular air traf- 
fic may be arranged between the United 
States and Germany, apparently coming 
from the good Dr. Eckener, may have 
some real effort behind it. If so, next 
spring and summer will see lots of possi- 
bilities for new Zeppelin stamps.

York sends a copy of the Special An- 
nouncement that will appear in the forth- 
coming Specialized Catalogue, preceding 
the Bureau Issues as listed by Scott. 

This announcement will appear just 
before the issue of 1894 and in showing 
the announcement, a copy of the full 
page of the catalogue at this point is 
shown. 

A study of this page reveals something 
new in listing which will appear in this 
new catalogue, in fact there is to be so 
much new in listings in this coming cata- 
logue that the devotee of U. S. stamps 
is going to have to revise his entire col- 
lection of U. S. stamps if he hopes to 
keep up with the present trend. 

We feel certain that one thing that 
will develop will be a revived interest in 
certain used U. S. stamps and a renewed 
interest in certain used U. S. stamps 
which have heretofore been considered in 
the nature of undesirables. 

We can not hope to attempt to review 
the entire catalogue at this time for a 
copy will not be available until January 
15th. However we can point out to you 
some interesting things that can be col- 
lected, yet which the catalogue does 
not consider, altho which we believe 
should be considered, since there is defi- 
nite reference to the two different sizes 
of plates from which many of these is- 
sues were printed. 

In the stamps printed from plates of 
four hundred subjects, these plates were 
divided into panes of 100 by a vertical 
and a horizontal line through the plate.

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ties may be gathered from these plates. 
Six of these stamps, the four with the 
angle lines and the two with lines at 
either top or bottom side are definitely 
from the four hundred plate printings. 
The remaining two stamps of the eight 
may be either from the four hundred or 
the two hundred subject plates. These 
are the two stamps with line at either 
right or left side. 

On the two hundred subject plate, the 
panes of two hundred were divided by 
a vertical line which was not perforated 
through and the sheets of two hundred 
were cut apart into sheets of one hun- 
dred stamps on this line, thus giving us 
two line varieties as come from the 
sheets of four hundred printings. 

In addition to the vertical dividing 
line, these sheets were at least in some 
cases, if not in all cases, divided horizon- 
tally across the plate with a line of 
print and the sheets were perforated 
through this line, thus giving us angle 
line varieties in the center of the sheet 
which have one straight edge with col- 
ored line and the other line edge to form 
the angle, has the perforations through it. 
These perforated lines also show a top 
and bottom perforated line variety which 
is not in the four hundred plate print- 
ings. 

Thus summed up, we can collect six 
copies from the four hundred plate print- 
ings which can be definitely classified as 
of that printing, also six copies from the 
two hundred plate printings which may 
be definitely classified as from that 
printing and two copies which can not 
be identified as to either printing. 

So long as the Specialized catalogue is 
being expanded to show line blocks, 
plate numbers and many other items, 
why not break it down to individual 
stamps and actually teach collectors of 
U. S. stamps about the possibilities of 
specializing in our own issues? 

Thousands of common stamps have 
been spurned in the past few years 
solely because of lack of initiative on 
the part of collectors who seem to have 
no idea of anything to collect except 
what they find in the book. Therefore 
why not put it all in the book and let 
the boys go after them and help the 
dealers move the stocks?

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The Fragrant Tower 





By PENNINGTON PENN 





G HE Koutoubia, or “The Fragrant 
J Tower,” appears on the stamps of 

France (Offices in Morocco) and 
is listed in Scott’s as type A 12 “A 
Scene in Marrakech.” This design is 
used on No. 61, the 35c orange; No. 62, 
the 40c ultramarine; and on No. 63, the 
45c gray green. No. 62 is a common 
variety but the others catalog at a fair 
price. 

The tower, or Koutoubia, at Marra- 
kech (Marrakesh), is the minaret of a 
ruined mosque which stands like a sen- 
tinel over the ancient city of Marra- 
kech, known to most of us as the city of 
Morocco and the southern capital of the 
Moorish empire. This city is also known 
as “The Red City” from the color of 
its ancient walls and buildings. The city 
was founded in 1072, and reached the 
summit of its prosperity in the 13th 
century, when it is said to have had 
700,000 inhabitants. 

The ground on which the Koutoubia 
stands is believed to be the oldest “en- 
tailed estate” in the world, having re- 
mained in the same hands over 1300 
years. The tower is after the model of 
that of Hassan in Robat and the Giralda 
at Seville in Spain. Over seven cen- 
turies ago Yacub Ben Yussef, from his 
victories named Almansor, the greatest 
and best of the Almohades, built the

Koutoubia and placed in the mortar nine 
hundred and sixty bags of musk. The 
scent is still fragrant and continues to 
rise to the heaven of the Prophet as it 
has been doing for the past seven hun- 
dred and fifty years. The eccentric sul- 
tan perhaps created the phrase “‘stink to 
high heaven” at the same time he built 
his tower to commemorate his victory 
over the Spaniards, under Alfonso VIII 
of Castile, on the plains of Alarcos in 
1195. The rich booty and tribute result- 





ing from this successful campaign paid 
for the building of the tower and the 
remainder, in gold and jewels, was 
placed in the three balls which ornament 
the top of the Koutoubia. These balls 
vary in size and are placed one on top 
of the other, the largest being at the 
base of the ornament and the others de- 
crease in size as they ascend. This sur- 
plus wealth contained in the balls has 
been, in times of depression, available 
for loans to the true believers who were 
willing to pay interest for such assist- 
ance. From this fact and the place of 
deposit some authorities believe that the 
three balls of the pawnbroker originated, 
although others insist that these same

of Italian physicians and bankers who 
achieved royalty through the careful use 
of their professions. 

Five times a day, the muezzin of the 
Koutoubia calls the Prophet’s follow- 
ers to prayer as is required by the Koran. 
This muezzin has always been blind as 
far back as the chroniclers can trace and 
legend states that in the great days of 
Marrakech, when the tower was new, a 
muezzin on the two hundred and thirty 
foot tower had a fine view of the city 
and having a complex for scandal paid 
attention to other things than his prayers 
and not only looked but told. Hence 
the custom of having a blind muezzin 
and a little privacy on the house tops.

Sherman. Publishers of pictorial enve- 
lopes which are used by collectors in 
obtaining first day covers have printed 
thousands of envelopes bearing the pic- 
tures of the two men as originally an- 
nounced to appear on this stamp. These 
envelopes have been purchased by thou- 
sands of collectors and dealers who have 
already addressed them in preparation 
for mailing on the day of issue of the 
stamp. 

Many of these envelopes have been 
ordered from dealers with the stamps 
for first day of issue and this new an- 
nouncement upsets all of the plans that 
have been made by the group of people 
who pay their money regularly to buy 
first day covers from Mr. Farley. 

The change is of little interest or of 





no consequence to the general public but 
the very people who support Mr. Far- 
ley’s first day issues and buy the stamps 
on this first day sale are given a task 
to solve in getting new covers, the deal- 
ers who have already planned their 
service and addressed covers must either 
send out covers that are not accurate or 
must buy and readdress new ones. 

We sincerely hope that Mr. Farley 
will make no announcements of further 
change in these issues and we hope that 
in the future, the subjects will be given 
thorough consideration before announce- 
ments are made in order that changes 
will not be necessary.

100% Refund to All Guarantors of 
the Third International Phila- 
telic Exhibition 


In order to guarantee the expenses of 
the Third International Philatelic Exhi- 
bition, which was held at the Grand 
Central Palace in New York City from 
May 9th to 17th, 1936, collectors and 
dealers pledged themselves for a total 
of over $35,000 to meet any deficit that 
might accrue. 

25% of these pledges were paid in im- 
mediately to cover preliminary expenses 
and this was all that the guarantors were 
ever called upon to pay. 

Of this amount, 60% was refunded 
immediately after the close of the show. 
This was followed by an additional 20% 
early in November, and at a meeting of 
the Board of Directors of the Association 
for Stamp Exhibitions, Inc., under 
whose auspices the show was held, 
which met at the Collectors Club on De- 
cember 14, 1936, a final dividend of 
20% was declared, so that every guaran- 
tor received back his entire payment. 

It is seldom that a show on the scale 
of the Third International Philatelic 
Exhibition ever fully pays its cost, and 
much credit is due to the Directors for 
the able manner in which this was 
handled. 

Of course, in addition to the guaranty 
fund, a large number of donations were 
made, in both time and money. A num- 
ber of people elected to give an outright 
donation in cash or in medals, or to- 
wards financing certain features of the 
show. It was this underlying support 
that made the Exhibition such an un-
